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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants remarks of 
March 13, 2008 are convincing. The prior art dos not teach nor fairly suggest a tissue with the 
surface depth as claimed. Note that, since the cited prior art does not teach nor suggest the 
application of the bonding material in the way that it is now claimed, it cannot be said that the 
properties of the surface are inherent to the tissue, i.e., the property would not naturally follows. 
It has been held that, "The fact that a certain result or characteristic may occur or be present in 
the prior art is not sufficient to establish the inherency of that result or characteristic." In re 
Rijckaert, 9 F.3d 1531, 1534, 28 USPQ2d 1955, 1957 (Fed. Cir. 1993) (reversed rejection 
because inherency was based on what would result due to optimization of conditions, not what 
was necessarily present in the prior art); In re Oelrich, 666 F.2d 578, 581-82, 212 USPQ 323, 
326 (CCPA 1981). "To establish inherency, the extrinsic evidence must make clear that the 
missing descriptive matter is necessarily present in the thing described in the reference, and that 
it would be so recognized by persons of ordinary skill. Inherency, however, may not be 
established by probabilities or possibilities. The mere fact that a certain thing may result from a 
given set of circumstances is not sufficient.' " In re Robertson, 169 F.3d 743, 745, 49 USPQ2d 
1949, 1950-51 (Fed. Cir. 1999). Also, "[a]n invitation to investigate is not an inherent 
disclosure" where a prior art reference "discloses no more than a broad genus of potential 
applications of its discoveries." Metabolite Labs., Inc. v. Lab. Corp. of Am. Holdings, 370 F.3d 
1354, 1367, 71 USPQ2d 1081, 1091 (Fed. Cir. 2004) (explaining that "[a] prior art reference that 
discloses a genus still does not inherently disclose all species within that broad category" but 
must be examined to see if a disclosure of the claimed species has been made or whether the 
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prior art reference merely invites further experimentation to find the species. "In relying upon the 
theory of inherency, the examiner must provide a basis in fact and/or technical reasoning to 
reasonably support the determination that the allegedly inherent characteristic necessarily flows 
from the teachings of the applied prior art." Ex parte Levy, 17 USPQ2d 1461, 1464 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1990).
